Age Concern UK has called on MPs to 
take urgent action to ensure the elderly 
population have warm homes to live in. 

Liam Condron, Chief Officer of Age 
Concern UK Northamptonshire said: 
“It is a matter of national concern that 
the level of deaths amongst older peo¬ 
ple in the UK is so high and is higher 
than other countries in Europe. 

“Age UK is calling on MPs to use their

efforts to ensure that older people have 
warmer homes to live in. 

“We are working with the local 
authority this year and community 
groups to help protect vunderable peo¬ 
ple most at risk from cold weather.” 

The latest figures from the Office of 
National Statistics show a jump of 24% 
in the number of excess winter deaths 
from December to March in 2012/13. 

The figure is calculated by working 
out the average death rate across the

Iconic statue 
is on the move

The iconic Francis Crick 
statue in Northampton 
town centre will be 
moved as a result of traf¬ 
fic being allowed back 
into Abington Street. 

It comes after a traffic 
regulation order was 
approved at a 
Northamptonshire 
County Council meeting 
yesterday to allow the 
scheme to progress. 

Plans by Northampton 
Borough Council will see 
the section between St 
Giles Terrace and 
Wellington Street reo¬ 
pened to traffic with 
parking and dropping off 
points for businesses and 


shoppers. 

It is believed the statue 
may move to the new 
university campus. 

Professor Crick was 
born in Weston Favell, 
Northampton, in 1916, 
and was one of Britain’s 
great scientists and is 
best known for helping 
discover the structure of 
DNA in 1953. The sculp¬ 
ture honours the 
Professor, who died aged 
88 in 2004 at Thornton 
Hospital in San Diego, 
US. He had been battling 
colon cancer. 

Councillor John 
McGhee, the Leader of 
the Labour Group at 
Northamptonshire 
County Council, said: 
“The statue is a part of 


the culture of our town. 
If they do have to move it, 
it should stay in the town 
centre, but I would prefer 
it if they didn’t move it.” 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council David 
Mackintosh said: “The 
changes to Abington 
Street will mean that the 
Francis Crick statue will 
have to be moved, and I 
think it is an opportunity 
to relocate it in an appro¬ 
priate and fitting place. 
Discussions have taken 
place about the Francis 
Crick statue although no 
decision has yet been 
made.” 

The Labour Group has 
submitted a call-in so 
that the issue can be 
examined. 


Biker was three times over limit 


A former soldier who was 
described as ‘a lovable 
rogue’ died after crashing 
his motorcycle as a result of 
being three times over the 
legal limit to drive. 

Paul Ian Hutton, 32, died 
on September 8, from multi¬ 
ple injuries after coming off 
his Kawasaki bike which he 
had purchased off E Bay just 
over a month before. 

An inquest at the board- 
room at Northampton 
General Hospital on 
Wednesday, heard the 
events which lead to Mr 
Hutton’s death. 

Two motorists, gave evi¬ 
dence saying in their opinion 
Mr Hutton was travelling at 
between 60 - 70 mph when 
he passed them on 
Rushmere Road on that fate¬ 



ful Sunday. 

He was riding his bike on 
the wrong side of the road 
when he passed one car and 
caused the driver of the 
other vehicle in the other 
lane to brace himself for a 
crash. 

Mr Hutton who had been a 
in the Royal Anglian 
Regiment before he left the 


Army, was deemed not in 
control of his bike, went 
around the corner too fast 
and came off his bike, 

Giving his evidence, PC 
Martin Abbott from 
Northamptonshire Police’s 
collision investigation team 
said he felt the crash had 
been caused by Mr Hutton 
being three times over the 
legal limit to drive and this 
gave him a false sense of 
confidence and reduced his 
driving ability. 

Giving her verdict, coroner, 
Anne Pember said: “This is 
the tragic untimely death of 
Paul Ian Hutton who was 
only 32-years-old who had 
his whole life in front of him. 

“The verdict I will insert 
was his death was acciden¬ 
tal.”

Night out ends in 
tragic drowning

A 32-year-old Northampton man drowned in 
the River Nene in February when he stopped 
to relieve himself after a night on the town. 

An inquest at the boardroom at Northampton 
General today Wednesday, heard how Artur 
Liana who had drunk the equivalent of twice 
the legal limit for driving, fall in the water and 
drowned. 

Forensic pathologist, Professor Guy Rutty, 
whose statement was read by county coroner, 
Anne Pember told the court Mr Liana’s death 
was consistent with drowning. 

He stated Mr Liana’s trouser fly was half 
zipped up and with the rest of the evidence in 
his opinion of all his years as a forensic pathol¬ 
ogist Mr Liana must have been intoxicated 
and gone to the riverbank, urinated in the 
water and then fell in. 

Mr Liana was last seen in Northampton out¬ 
side Borjia nightclub in Castillian Street, 
Northampton, on December 20. 

His body was discovered by Matthew 
Newman on February 1, in the river near The 


Lakes business park. 

Giving evidence, Ana Polakowska who was 
out with Mr Liana and her sister and boy¬ 
friend was one of the last people to see him 
alive. 

She said she had left him in a club in 
Castillian Street. 

However she tried that evening either txting 
him or calling him she could not get a 
response. 

When she woke up in the morning and no 
one had seen Artur she sent him a txt asking 
him: ‘Are you alive’. 

This was meant as a joke, it was just this joke 
turned sour as it turned out Mr Liana was 
dead. 

She said: “When he did not come home, I 
knew something was wrong. 

“He never had a day off sick or never took 
holidays. 

“We searched everywhere he could have 
been, everywhere we could think of.” 

Giving her verdict, coroner, Anne Pember 
said: “Artur had been out having a good time 
and went to relieve himself by the River hav¬ 
ing drunk too much and drowned. 

“The verdict I will insert is accidental.”

Re-open railway line 
between Bedford and

Indeed we both reckon that cer¬ 
tain improvements to Bedford’s 
railways (and indeed 
Northampton’s) can have an 


impact nation¬ 
ally. 

Although I do not live in 
Northampton, I am writing to you 
in regard to the disused railway 
line to Brackmills since both 
myself and my friend are rail 
enthusiasts and campaigners. 

We both would like to see the 
railway between Northampton 
and Bedford re-opened after it 
closed in the early 1960s. 

Much of the original track-bed 
survived in addition to the 
Brackmills ‘stub’. 

Apart from improving the con¬ 
nections between Bedford and 
Northampton,there are several 
other reasons for re-opening it: 


Relief and diversionary route to 
West Coast Main Line, creating 
extra capacity on that route south 
of Rugby; the route could also be 
used for freight traffic between 
West Midlands and London/East 
Coast ports especially with increase 
in deep-sea freight. 

Increased journey opportunities 

Olney connected to the railway 
network 

Northampton and Olney gaining 
direct link to London St. 

Pancras (including connections for 
Eurostar) and the City,plus Luton 
and Gatwick airports 

Faster journey times between 
Bedford and the West Midlands 
compared with the present connec¬ 
tion at Leicester 

New station at Brackmills 
Industrial Estate enabling employ¬ 
ees to access jobs 

Recent population increase in the 
areas surrounding the original 
track-bed will boost demand to 
travel 

Extra capacity on principal roads 
such as the Ml and A428, thereby 
reducing congestion on A428 in the 
morning peak-hour at Bedford. 

Although the idea of a cycle-path 
and wildlife corridor are both 
highly laudable, both of those 
could easily run parallel with the 
railway.

Chairman David Cardoza is confident 
that he can drag the Cobblers out of their 
current crisis - as he has done the same 
before. 

Town are struggling at the very foot of 
the Football League, a position they also 
found themselves in when Aidy 
Boothroyd was appointed to turn things 
around in November 2011. 

Boothroyd managed to drag the 
Cobblers out of trouble and eventually to 
a League Two play-off final spot last sea¬ 
son but since then the club have tumbled 
back to where they came from, eventu¬ 
ally leading to Aidy’s sacking. 

“Two years ago we were in this position 
and I sorted it out, and I will sort it out 
again,” said Cardoza, who has called for 
patience from fans as the process of 
appointing Boothroyd’s successor rum¬ 
bles on.

Cardoza apologised for the length of 
time an appointment was taking with 
caretaker Andy King due to take charge 
of his fifth game away at fellow smug¬ 
glers Torquay United on Saturday. 

“I’m very sorry things have been quiet 
for a few days but I absolutely guarantee 
that there’s a lot going on behind the 
scenes,” he said. 

“We are waiting at the minute for one or 
two situations to unfold, and then we’ll 
have more to say. 

“Things will become clearer in due 
course.”

New loan signing Matty Blair has 
said that he wants to repay the 
faith shown in him by caretaker 
Cobblers boss Andy King. 

Blair, a swift winger at Fleetwood 
Town, was a late addition to the 
squad when he joined for the month 
on Friday, and started in place of 
the injured Chris Hackett the fol¬ 
lowing day in a 2-0 loss to his for¬ 
mer club York City. 

It was a game Blair will undoubt¬ 
edly have wanted to do well in, 
coming up against former friends 
and teammates, but he said the 
defeat didn’t hurt any more just 
because it was against his old 
employers. 

“It doesn’t matter that it’s your 
former team,” said Blair. “Obviously 
I have some connections there and 
I know a few of the lads still, but a 
defeat is a defeat, it doesn’t matter 
who it’s against. 

“I’m really disappointed. You 
want to make an impression on 
your debut don’t you? I tried every¬ 
thing I could but maybe it was just 
the final ball lacking.” 

Blair showed glimpses of the pace 
and skill that earned him a move to 
free-spending Fleetwood in the 
summer, having rejected the 
chance to stay with the Minstermen 
at the end of the last campaign. 

He also had the best chance of the 
match for his new side when he 
missed a glorious chance to head 
into an empty net when both York 
keeper Michael Ingham and centre- 
back Keith Lowe missed an in¬ 
swinging cross from Hallam Hope. 

But the ball came in just too 
quickly for Blair, and despite saying 
he was caught by surprise he 
believes it is a chance he should 
have tucked away for a debut goal. 


“I’m still thinking about the head¬ 
er, I can’t get it out of my head at the 
moment, it’s making me feel a bit 
sick really,” he said. 

“I went from the post and then 
checked out so I was on the back 
foot. Both their centre-half and the 
keeper went for it and missed it and 
it caught me a bit by surprise. 

“If I’m on my front foot I nod it into 
an empty net but I’m scrambling a 
bit and I didn’t react quickly enough 
which is why it went straight back 
across goal. I still should do better 
and score it though, I’m fuming 
with myself.” 

Blair may have only joined one 
day prior to his first match with the 
Cobblers, but he’s seen enough to 
come to the conclusion that his new 
club are far too low in the table 
considering the ‘quality’ at their 
disposal. 

He said: “I met the lads and 
trained with them for the first time 
and I said to a few of my family at 
home that I was really surprised 
they were bottom of the league, 
especially because of how good the 
spirit was, there was plenty of ban¬ 
ter. There are some good players 
here as well. 

“I know York was a bad result, but 
even though it was two sloppy goals 
the performance wasn’t that bad. 

“I know it’s easier said than done, 
but if you cut them out it’s 0-0. 

“We just need to keep going and 
working hard and that’s all you can 
do. 

“Andy King and Tim Flowers have 
brought me in because they think 
I’m good enough to help the team 
out, and I need to repay that faith. 

I need to give it my best, and if that 
means that I’m doing my bit in 
making the team play well, then it 
means that the manager is doing 
well too. He’s given me confidence 
to come here and be a part of this 
and I need to repay him by helping 
him out.”

Fans want decision quickly after King’s case weakens

Cobblers supporters are calling for a swift 
managerial appointment after caretaker boss 
Andy King’s case weakened following the 
deeply disappointing 2-0 home defeat to York 
City on Saturday. 

Northampton, who are rock bottom of 
League Two, have been without a permanent 
manager since Aidy Boothroyd’s sacking on 
December 21 - nearly a month ago. 

King oversaw a slight improvement in form, 
particularly the victory at Newport County 
earlier this month, with chairman David 


Cardoza stating that this upturn had bought 
the club’s board time when it came to naming 
Boothroyd’s successor. 

His comments seemed to place King, who 
has also been allowed to release and sign play¬ 
ers, as clear front runner, but the dismal dis¬ 
play against York has thrown his credentials 
into doubt once again. 

Now, fans want the situation to be resolved 
one way or another with a huge League Two 
clash at fellow strugglers Torquay United 
coming up on Saturday. 

The Devon outfit have also sacked their 
manager recently - with Alan Knill departing 
Plainmoor on January 2. 


Unlike the Cobblers though, the Gulls have 
already appointed their new man with former 
Northampton midfielder Chris Hargreaves, 
who was considered for the Sixfields position, 
accepting the post. 

Fan James Davis said following the York 
game: “The club is in desperate need of get¬ 
ting the managerial situation resolved. 

“It’s all up in the air at the moment and I 
think it’s hard to look ahead to the future 
when there is so much uncertainty. 

“I understand that we are fighting against 
relegation to the Conference and that this 
decision needs to be right, but if other clubs 
have managed to appoint new managers 


swiftly then I don’t see why we are not able to 
either. 

“We need to know who the new man is, if 
that’s Andy King or someone else, so we can 
get behind them in the battle for survival.” 

Season ticket holder Jeff Morgan added: 
“Andy showed some early signs of life but it 
was like we’d gone back to the bad old days 
with the defeat at York and all that early 
promise was snubbed out. 

“Hopefully a permanent manager will be in 
place soon and that the new man will lead to a 
better run of form. 

“If things are allowed to continue like this 
for too long I believe we’ll go down.”

on home soil in the first game in 
the pool back in October. 

Fly-half Stephen Myler, who 
kicked 12 points against Ospreys 
at the Liberty Stadium in Swansea, 
has no doubt that Castres will pro¬ 
vide a stern test under the 
Franklin’s Gardens lights. 

“Castres are the French champi¬ 
ons and we know it’s going to be a 
tough test,” he said. 

“Whatever situation comes after 
Friday night’s game is beyond our 
control. 

“Heineken Cup qualification is 
not in our hands, but we can look 
after what we can control and 
that’s tomorrow’s game. Then 
we’ll see where that takes us. 

“The important thing is that we 
keep the momentum going which 
we’ve built recently over the fes¬ 
tive period, keep pushing forward 
and aiming to improve.”
